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Beshear pushes for smelter compromise 


■ Governor frustrated by stalemate ■ Webster County lawmaker files bill

With worries mounting in western 
Kentucky, Gov. Steve Beshear on Wednes¬ 
day urged Big Rivers Electric Corp. and 
Century Aluminum to work between 
themselves to prevent a jump in electric¬ 
ity prices and prevent job losses. 

In a letter to the presidents of both 
companies, Beshear urged Big Rivers 
and Century “to craft a framework of 
compromise that will end the crisis of 


confidence in the security of affordable 
electricity and of continued employment 
that has been communicated to me from 
hundreds of phone calls, letters, emails 
and faxes from rate payers, employees 
and families. ,, 

The governor’s letter indicated that it’s 
the responsibility of the two companies 
— not state government or the state legis¬ 
lature — to resolve a looming emergency. 

“We were very happy to see that sent,” 
Big Rivers President and CEO Mark

With Big Rivers Electric Corp. fac¬ 
ing the probable loss of its two biggest 
customers and a big rate increase for its 
remaining customers, a Webster County 
legislator has filed a bill in Frankfort that 
would force Big Rivers to merge with East 
Kentucky Power Cooperative. 

House Bill 423 was filed Tuesday by 
state Rep. Jim Gooch (D-Providence). 

The bill declares that “because of 


economies of scale and elimination of 
duplication, among other factors, it is 
in the best interest of customers and the 
general public that there should be only 
one generation and transmission entity 
serving all distribution cooperatives in 
the Commonwealth,” not counting co-ops 
served by the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Big Rivers President and CEO Mark 
Bailey said Wednesday he hasn’t had an 
opportunity to review Gooch’s measure. 

But, he added, “I’m not sure if it’s good

Default loans 
black mark 
on nation’s 
physicians

WASHINGTON - Payback 
can be a bitter pill for the 
nation’s deadbeat doctors. 

The government has 
seized tax refunds and 
unemployment checks, 
claimed judgments against 
them in federal court, 
banned them from billing 
Medicare and Medicaid, 
even posted their names 
on a public shaming list. 

Yet 930 medical profes¬ 
sionals nationwide remain 
in default, owing the gov¬ 
ernment more than $116 
million for loans many 
stopped repaying more 
than 18 years ago. Among 
them: 

■ Detroit dentist Duane 
Senior, 55, has been on the 
default list since 1997 and 
reported owing $651,783 
as of Nov. 1. A graduate of 
Meharry Medical College 
in Nashville, Tenn., Senior 
works in a small dental 
practice. 

■ Dr. Larose McClus- 
key, 61, of Cheney, Wash.,

The financially troubled 
Kentucky School Board

- Marguerite Joseph can be for¬ 
given for lying about her age on Facebook. The 104-year- 
old Michigan woman’s granddaughter says Joseph is 
unable to list her real age on the social media site. 

Gail Marlow says when she tries inputting her grand¬ 
mother’s birth year as 1908, Facebook changes it to 1928. 
So for the past two years, the Grosse Pointe Shores cen¬ 
tenarian has remained 99 — online, anyway. Marlow 
tells WDIV-TV she “would love to see” Joseph’s real 
age displayed on Facebook and chalks up her inability to 
do so to “a glitch in the system.” A Facebook official did 
not respond to a message Wednesday seeking comment.

Commercial cyberspying offers rich payoff 


■ Stolen secrets possibly worth millions of dollars

BEIJING -For state-backed cyber¬ 
spies such as a Chinese military unit 
implicated by a U.S. security firm in 
a computer crime wave, hacking for¬ 
eign companies can produce high- 
value secrets ranging from details on 
oil fields to advanced manufacturing 
technology. 

This week’s report by Mandiant 
Inc. adds to mounting suspicion that 
Chinese military experts are help¬ 
ing state industry by stealing secrets 
from Western companies possibly 
worth hundreds of millions of dol¬ 
lars. The Chinese military has de¬ 
nied involvement in the attacks. 

“This is really the new era of 
cybercrime,” said Graham Cluley, 
a British security expert. “We’ve 
moved from kids in their bedroom 
and financially motivated crime to 
state-sponsored cybercrime, which 
is interested in stealing secrets and 


getting military or commercial ad¬ 
vantage.” 

Instead of credit card numbers 
and other consumer data sought by 
crime gangs, security experts say 
cyberspies with resources that sug¬ 
gest they work for governments aim 
at better-guarded but more valuable 
information. 

Companies in fields from petro¬ 
chemicals to software can cut costs 
by receiving stolen secrets. An en¬ 
ergy company bidding for access to 
an oil field abroad can save money 
if spies can tell it what foreign ri¬ 
vals might pay. Suppliers can press 
customers to pay more if they know 
details of their finances. For China, 
advanced technology and other in¬ 
formation from the West could help 
speed the rise of giant state-owned 
companies seen as national cham¬ 
pions. 

“It’s like an ongoing war,” said 
Ryusuke Masuoka, a cybersecurity 


expert at Tokyo’s Center for Interna¬ 
tional Public Policy Studies, a private 
think tank. “It is going to spread and 
get deeper and deeper.” 

Mandiant, headquartered in Alex¬ 
andria, Virginia, said it found attacks 
on 141 entities, mostly in the United 
States but also in Canada, Britain and 
elsewhere. 

Attackers stole information about 
pricing, contract negotiations, 
manufacturing, product testing and 
corporate acquisitions, the company 
said. It said multiple details indicat¬ 
ed the attackers, dubbed APT1 in its 
report, were from a military unit in 
Shanghai, though there was a small 
chance others might be responsible. 

Target companies were in four of 
the seven strategic industries iden¬ 
tified in the Communist Party’s lat¬ 
est five-year development plan, it 
said. 

“We do believe that this stolen in¬ 
formation can be used to obvious ad¬ 
vantage” by China’s government and 
state enterprises, Mandiant said. 


Body found in historic hotel’s 
water tank shocks tourists 


■ Guests noticed 
low pressure when 
washing, drinking

LOS ANGELES - British tourist Michael 
Baugh and his wife said water had only 
dribbled out of the taps at the downtown 
Cecil Hotel for days. 

On Tuesday, after showering, brushing 
their teeth and drinking some of the tap 
water, they headed down to the lobby and 
found out why. 

The body of a Canadian woman had 
been discovered at the bottom of one of 
four cisterns on the roof of the historic ho¬ 
tel near Skid Row. The tanks provide wa¬ 
ter for the hotel taps and would have been 
used by guests for washing and drinking. 

“The moment we found out, we felt a 
bit sick to the stomach, quite literally, es¬ 
pecially having drank the water, we’re not 
well mentally,” Michael Baugh, 27, said. 

Los Angeles police Sgt. Rudy Lopez said 
the county Department of Public Health 
had tested the water and deemed it safe. 
Department officials did not immediately 


return calls seeking comment. A call to 
the hotel also went unreturned. 

The remains of Elisa Lam, 21, were 
found by a maintenance worker at the 
600-room hotel that charges $65 a night 
after guests complained about the low 
water pressure. 

Police detectives were working to de¬ 
termine if her death was the result of foul 
play or an accident. 

Lopez called it suspicious and said a 
coroner’s investigation will determine 
Lam’s cause of death. 

Before she died, hotel surveillance 
footage showed Lam inside an elevator 
pushing buttons and sticking her head out 
the doors, looking in both directions. She 
was later found in the water tank. 

The discovery turned the Baughs’ two- 
week vacation into a nightmare. 

“We’d hop in the shower, imagine, the 
water sprinkles out, and this is the only ap¬ 
propriate word, it dribbled out,” Baugh said. 

He and his wife Sabina, 27, who were 
on their first trip to the U.S., had booked 
their room as part of a tour package and 
had “no idea that it was in a dodgy area,” 
he said. 

The hotel is on Main Street in a part 
of downtown where efforts at gentrifica- 
tion often conflicts with homelessness 
and crime.

B-D printing 
used to help 
grow ear

WASHINGTON - Printing 
out body parts? Cornell 
University researchers 
showed it’s possible by 
creating a replacement ear 
using a 3-D printer and in¬ 
jections of living cells. 

The work reported 
Wednesday is a first step 
toward one day growing 
customized new ears for 
children born with mal¬ 
formed ones, or people 
who lose one to accident 
or disease. 

It’s part of the hot field 
of tissue regeneration, try¬ 
ing to regrow all kinds of 
body parts. Scientists hope 
using 3-D printing technol¬ 
ogy might offer a speedier 
method with more lifelike 
results. 

This first-step work 
crafted a human-shaped 
ear that grew with car¬ 
tilage from a cow, easier 
to obtain than human 
cartilage, especially the 
uniquely flexible kind 
that makes up ears. Study 
co-author Dr. Jason Spec- 
tor of Weill Cornell Medi¬ 
cal Center is working 
on the next step — how 
to cultivate enough of a 
child’s remaining ear car¬ 
tilage in the lab to grow 
an entirely new ear that 
could be implanted in the 
right spot.

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101st heading to Afghanistan, but in different role 


■ Airborne division returning to advise, not fight

FORT CAMPBELL -The 101st Air¬ 
borne Division is headed to 
Afghanistan for the third time 
in five years, but the division’s 
commanding general, Maj. Gen. 
James McConville, says his forc¬ 
es have to be more adaptive and 
agile as they set the stage for the 
2014 withdrawal of U.S. combat 
forces. 

About 600 of McConville’s 
top staff are leaving now to com¬ 
mand NATO troops east of the 


capital of Kabul, where thou¬ 
sands of Fort Campbell troops 
are currently serving. Unlike the 
division’s previous two tours, 
McConville told The Associated 
Press in an interview Tuesday 
this isn’t a return to the same 
deadly fights with insurgents 
in eastern Afghanistan that 
marked the last deployment in 
2010 through 2011. 

“We have to be careful that 
we are not trying to fight the last 
fight better,” he said. “We want 
to advise and assist the Afghans 
so they fight the present fight.” 


A week after President Barack 
Obama announced plans to 
bring home half the American 
troops currently engaged in war, 
troops from the installation on 
the Kentucky-Tennessee state 
line are anxiously awaiting their 
flights to Afghanistan. In addi¬ 
tion to the division headquar¬ 
ters, another 2,800 troops from 
4th Brigade Combat Team, 101st 
Airborne Division, will be join¬ 
ing them in Afghanistan in the 
coming months. 

But this deployment is differ¬ 
ent than previous deployments. 


Units from the division have 
been deploying since last fall as 
smaller security force assistance 
units, which included mostly se¬ 
nior noncommissioned officer 
and officers, while many other 
troops stayed behind. And the 
division won’t see the same 
troop surge levels of American 
forces spread across numerous 
bases in eastern Afghanistan. 

“If you talk to the advisers that 
are coming back, the Afghans 
are doing most of the fighting 
and we want to get to the point 
where they are doing all the 
fighting,” McConville said. 

Preparing for this kind of de¬ 
ployment has required a focus 


on the basics of what makes this 
airborne division unique, McCo¬ 
nville said. He’s been sending his 
troops to airborne school, which 
teaches them how to quickly rap¬ 
pel from helicopters and transport 
troops and equipment by air, vital 
skills in the mountains of eastern 
Afghanistan that make ground 
travel difficult and dangerous. 

While many of the division’s 
leaders know the terrain of Af¬ 
ghanistan, they’ve also been 
learning cultural and language 
skills. McConville has spent the 
last year learning Dari and many 
other soldiers have been learn¬ 
ing Pashto, the two main lan¬ 
guages spoken in Afghanistan.

State considering 
takeover of schools 

FRANKFORT - The state 
Board of Education is 
on the brink of deciding 
whether to take over man¬ 
agement of the financially 
troubled Monticello Inde¬ 
pendent school district. 

The board is holding a 
special meeting in Frank¬ 
fort on Wednesday to vote 
on the issue. The district 
waived its right to hearing 
on the possible takeover 
that had originally been 
set for Wednesday, and 
instead board members 
will make a presentation 
at the meeting. 

In agenda documents, 
the state says the south¬ 
ern Kentucky district will 
become insolvent and shut 
down by Feb. 27 if the state 
does not step in. The dis¬ 
trict is made up of an el¬ 
ementary school, a middle 
school and a high school 
with a total of 750 stu¬ 
dents and 128 employees, 
of which 68 are teachers. 

The state has been 
working with the district 
since November to address 
the problems. 

General Electric 
files lawsuit 

LOUISVILLE - General 
Electric has filed a lawsuit 
in Kentucky claiming it 
overpaid for a component 
in its refrigerators due to a 
price-fixing conspiracy in¬ 
volving competitor Whirl¬ 
pool and two European 
suppliers. 

GE claims the conspir¬ 
acy began in the 1990s to 
inflate the price of com¬ 
pressors that help keep 
refrigerated foods fresh 
or frozen. 

As one of the largest 
buyers of the compressors, 
GE says its refrigerator 
business was hurt by the 
conspiracy. The company 
is seeking unspecified pu¬ 
nitive damages along with 
an award three times the 
amount of its damages.

Bill OK’d giving lawmakers Medicaid input

FRANKFORT - A Senate 
panel has approved two 
measures that would re¬ 
quire legislative approval 
before the state could ex¬ 
pand Medicaid or operate 
a marketplace that sells 
insurance. 

The bills passed 7-3 
along party lines in the 
Senate Health and Welfare 
Committee, which has a 
Republican majority. 

The proposals will now 
proceed to the Republi¬ 
can-controlled Senate for 
a full vote. 

But the bills are expect¬ 
ed to die in the mostly 
Democratic House. 

Medicaid expansion 
and insurance exchanges 
are two components of the 


federal Affordable Care 
Act, which Republicans 
here have criticized as too 
costly. 

Gov. Steve Beshear, a 
Democrat, has already or¬ 
dered the state to create an 
exchange. He hasn’t decid¬ 
ed on Medicaid expansion.

Visa problems 
chase off best 
and brightest 

In the basement of a Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology building, a 12-foot plastic tower filled 
with steam and dripping water connects to a system 
of pumps and hoses. It looks, in the words of one 
observer, “like a high-school science project.” But it 
could revolutionize the rapidly growing industry of 
hydraulic fracturing. 

Certainly the oil and gas industry thinks so. The 
wastewater treatment device has attracted potential 

customers and commit¬ 
ments of milli ons of dollars 
in financing. 

But it may just as well 
serve as a monument to the 
self-defeating absurdities 
of the American immigra¬ 
tion system. Our education 
system attracts the world’s 
best and brightest, teaches 
them (often at consider¬ 
able taxpayer expense) and 
then, just as that schooling 
could begin to pay off in innovation and job creation, 
orders them to go home. 

According to The Washington Post, the device is the 
work of two MIT postdoctoral mechanical engineers: 
Anurag Bajpayee, 27, and Prakash Narayan Govindan, 
28, both Indians. They love it here, Bajpayee told The 
Post, and want to stay to build their business. But 
U.S. immigration laws may require them to return 
to India this year. If they go, they’ll take their device 
with them and build it somewhere else. Plenty of other 
countries are interested, including their homeland. 

American campuses have become a hunting ground 
for other countries looking for U.S.-educated foreign 
students with advanced degrees who are being forced 
to leave by our visa laws. Switzerland has even set 
up a recruiting office halfway between Harvard Uni¬ 
versity and MIT. 

If we’re going to get our economy moving again, these 
are the people who can do it. The high-tech industry 
says its biggest obstacle to growth is a shortage ofhighly 
skilled workers. Why not tap the obvious talent pool of 
foreign-born, U.S.-educated scientists and engineers? 

Washington is aware of the problem, but Congress 
can’t extract itself from the politics of border security 
and undocumented low-wage workers long enough 
to solve it. Our immigration politics are exactly back¬ 
ward: We concentrate too much on the immigrants 
we don’t want and not enough on those we do.

Child abuse death bill has 
too many closed doors 

From The Courier-Journal, Louisville: 

A bill to create a permanent panel to review child 
abuse deaths and injuries may have squeaked through 
a divided House committee, but members voiced valid 
concerns about the excessive secrecy it imposes. 

“It pains me to do this,” said Joni Jenkins, a Louisville 
Democrat and one of five members of the House Health 
and Welfare Committee to vote against it. “It’s still pro¬ 
tecting adults more than it does kids.” 

Several committee members urged changes in the bill 
to help it achieve its goal of providing transparency to 
a panel to look into abuse deaths and serious injuries. 

“We need to get this right,” said Rep Ben Waide, a 
Madisonville Republican who also voted no. 

Under House Bill 290, all records submitted to the 
panel would be confidential, even those now considered 
public record. The bill requires panel members to sign a 
confidentiality agreement. And it allows the panel to re¬ 
view records and conduct discussions in closed sessions. 

There’s plenty of time to fix this bill before the session 
ends. We hope lawmakers “get it right.”

Cold War lingers in a pair of cities 


Two little-known Rus¬ 
sian and American cities, 
the places where the nu¬ 
clear superpowers began 
their bomb race more than 
a half-century ago, were 
separately catapulted into 
the news last weekend by 
a coincidence of unrelated 
events. 

One suddenly became 
ground zero for a celestial 
occurrence. The other 
was victimized by sub¬ 
terranean happenstance. 
Together they are A Tale 
of Two Nuclear Cities, 
a Cold War tragedy that 
serves as a reminder of the 
unintended consequences 
that can make Americans 
and Russians 21st-century 
victims of the nuclear mis¬ 
takes of a long-past era. 

In Chelyabinsk, Siberia, 
a speeding meteor pro¬ 
duced a shock wave that 
shattered windows and 
injured more than 1,000 
people Friday. Experts an¬ 
nounced that the blast was 
equivalent to the energy 
produced by more than 20 
atomic bombs of the size 
the United States dropped 
on Hiroshima. 

In Hanford, Wash., of¬ 
ficials revealed that an 
old underground storage 
tank holding radioactive 
liquid has been leaking at 
the Hanford nuclear res¬ 
ervation, America’s most 
contaminated nuclear 
site. Authorities estimate 



that between 150 to 300 
gallons have leaked into 
the surrounding land and 
groundwater. Officials are 
concerned about similar 
deterioration of some of 
the other underground 
tanks that also store waste 
from nuclear reactors. 

Beginning in the mid- 
1940s, Chelyabinsk and 
Hanford were the sites of 
highly secretive nuclear 
weapons plants that were 
the first engines of the 
nuclear arms race. The fa¬ 
cilities ended up polluting 
surrounding land and wa¬ 
ter with massive amounts 
of radioactive contamina¬ 
tion. Local residents of 
these bucolic settings were 
unaware of the dangers 
their governments intro¬ 
duced — even as nuclear 
radiation contaminated 
their bodies, their rivers, 
their lands and brought ge¬ 
netic disability and early 
death. 

In 2003, I wrote about 
these nuclear sites and 
their victims for a book 
(“Avoiding Armageddon”). 
There was, for example, 


Milya Kobirova, who 
was a child in the 1940s, 
living with her family in 
the village of Muslyu- 
movo, on the banks of the 
Techa River, an hour’s 
drive downriver from 
Chelyabinsk. She said her 
mother had a government 
job — sampling the river 
water — and she was hap¬ 
py to help. They put the 
water into containers and 
stored it beneath her bed. 

Kobirova said her family 
and friends died early of 
cancer and related causes. 
“My mother and father 
died, and then two of my 
brothers passed away,” she 
said a decade ago. “No one 
is left.” Only after the Sovi¬ 
et Union collapsed did she 
and other residents learn 
that scientists at the May- 
ak plant in Chelyabinsk 
had been monitoring lo¬ 
cal residents to assess the 
effects of radiation on hu¬ 
mans. 

Today, Russia has closed 
its aged bomb-making 
plants, but it still stores 
plutonium at Mayak. 
There have been no re¬ 
ports of damage to that fa¬ 
cility, nor of damage to the 
nearby chemical-weapons 
facility at Shchuchye. 

Half a world away, folks 
who grew up in pictur¬ 
esque Hanford told simi¬ 
lar stories of parents who 
worked at the nuclear 
plant and died in their 


40s. Now, Hanford resi¬ 
dents and officials headed 
by Democratic Gov. Jay In- 
slee are demanding action. 

“I am alarmed about 
this on many levels,” In- 
slee told reporters Friday. 
“This raises concerns, not 
only about the existing 
leak... but also concerning 
the integrity of the other 
single-shell tanks of this 
age.” 

The leakage problem at 
Hanford involves 149 older 
metal tanks that consist of 
just a single shell. Many 
date back to the 1940s; they 
were not designed to be in 
service this long. Hanford 
also has 28 newer tanks 
that have double shells 
and are not believed to be 
leaking; but they are re¬ 
portedly almost full. Inslee 
said the state was assured 
years ago that problems 
such as leakage from older 
tanks had been dealt with. 
He added that the prospect 
of federal spending cuts 
would increase the risks 
at Hanford. 

Today, it is tragic testi¬ 
mony to the superpowers’ 
shared nuclear folly that 
neither ever used the thou¬ 
sands of nuclear bombs 
each rushed to produce at 
the Chelyabinsk and Han¬ 
ford facilities. But those 
facilities wound up in¬ 
flicting death, disease and 
disfigurement upon many 
of their own citizens. 


Postal Service gets stamp of approval 


Disclaimer: I won’t pre¬ 
tend that I can write in an 
entirely impartial manner 
about the United States 
Postal Service or hide my 
fond feelings for the P.O. 

After returning from 
World War II, my high- 
school-educated dad found 
a way off the farm and into 
the middle class by work¬ 
ing as a letter carrier for 
44 years. Before ZIP codes 
and motorized routes, he 
walked a city route of up 
to 12 miles daily, often car¬ 
rying the legal limit of 35 
pounds of mail in his tan 
leather satchel. 

His shift always be¬ 
gan early, in the gloom 
of night. In South Texas, 
he was spared from the 
snow, but the heat was 
staggering, and my earli¬ 
est associations with the 
Postal Service include the 
indelible, hearty stench of 
starch and sweat as my dad 
reached the end of his ap¬ 
pointed rounds. 

Furthermore, I grew up 
near the close of an era — 
not that long ago — when 
the average American 
home had neither a tele¬ 
phone nor a TV, and the

Postal Service served as a 
dependable physical and 
psychological connection 
to the outside world. 

Imagine! A 250-year-old 
system that is still able to 
deliver within a few days 
an envelope with a hast¬ 
ily scribbled address from 
any location in the nation 
to any other, from down¬ 
town New York City to the 
wilds of Montana, for only 
46 cents. And the Postal 
Service does this at the 
rate of around 175 billion 
pieces of mail per year, six 
days per week. 

Or maybe five. This 
month, the Postal Service 
announced plans to dis¬ 
continue Saturday deliv¬ 
ery, beginning in August. 
The postmaster general 
says this move will save 
the service about $2 bil¬ 
lion per year. 

For all I know, this is a 
sound business decision, 
although when it was pro¬ 
posed in 1957,1 remember 


my dad shrugging his 
shoulders and pointing 
out that you still have to 
take the extra mail out on 
Monday. Still, for citizens 
who maintain a nostalgic 
affection for the post of¬ 
fice — or who depend on 
it for the regular, efficient 
and economical delivery 
of letters, packages and 
prescriptions drugs — it’s 
an ominous sign. 

Is it possible that the 
post office has begun the 
diminished-services death 
spiral that will result in its 
elimination? 

Before we write it off 
completely, take a look at 
Jesse Lichtenstein’s “Do 
We Really Want to Live 
Without the Post Office?” 
in the February issue of 
Esquire. In more detail 
than I can manage here, 
Lichtenstein argues that 
even though the Postal 
Service doesn’t receive 
taxpayer money, many of 
its problems are the result 
of mandates by Congress 
that prevent it from oper¬ 
ating more efficiently. 

But even if it could be 
run entirely like a busi¬ 
ness, would we want it to? 


The fact is, as electronic 
as our world has become, 
we’re still very fond of 
stuff, physical artifacts 
that can be held and han¬ 
dled, birthday presents 
and Valentine’s Day cards 
with real notes and signa¬ 
tures. 

Online shopping makes 
a lot of sense, but the ac¬ 
tual, physical stuff has to 
get to you somehow. 

Of course, there are oth¬ 
er ways to get it there. But 
free-market solutions will 
never be able to do what 
the Postal Service does 
— and, no doubt, what the 
Founding Fathers had in 
mind when they set it up 
as a “service,” rather than a 
profit center — which is to 
connect every citizen, rich 
and poor, to every other, 
no matter how remote, for 
the same egalitarian price. 

We have to be practi¬ 
cal. But it’s hard to think 
of an institution that has 
done more to create and 
perfect our union or that 
serves as a better symbol 
for our finest democratic 
aspirations. It’s a mistake 
to assume that its demise 
is inevitable or desirable.

KANSAS CITY, Mo-Aday af¬ 
ter a natural gas explosion 
leveled a popular restau¬ 
rant, investigators raced to

As the cleanup got under 
way Wednesday, search- 
and-rescue crews recovered 
a body. Mayor Sly James de¬ 
clined to identify the victim, 
but the mother of a missing 
restaurant server said her 
family was awaiting con¬ 
firmation that the remains 
were those of her daughter. 

More than an hour be¬ 
fore the blast, a subcon¬ 
tractor working for a cable 
company hit a gas line with

Reckoning for 
French troops 

It’s crunchtime in Mali for 
the French military. 

Radical Islamist fight¬ 
ers spent weeks on the run 
from Malian cities under a 
French ground and air as¬ 
sault — but they’re brazenly 
fighting back this week at 
French troops. The French, 
meanwhile, are tightening 
a dragnet against the al- 
Qaida-linked militants in 
one of their last remaining 
redoubts, mountain sanctu¬ 
aries near Algeria’s border. 

France’s government said 
Wednesday it’s still hoping 
to pull out of its thorny Mali 
operation in the coming 
weeks. Defense analysts 
say that if France wants to 
make that work, and avoid 
getting bogged down in a 
protracted, Afghan-style 
occupation, now’s the time 
to hit hard — dismantling 
the hideouts and killing 
all the insurgents they can 
— to crush what it fears is 
a growing terrorist threat 
that could spread to Mali’s 
African neighbors and even 
as far as Europe.

Russia offers to 
broker peace talks 

DAMASCUS - Russia and 
the Arab League proposed 
Wednesday to broker talks 
between the Syrian opposi¬ 
tion and President Bashar 
Assad’s regime to try to 
resolve the country’s civil 
war, while a government 
airstrike on a rebellious Da¬ 
mascus suburb killed at least 
20 people. 

The 23-month-old con¬ 
flict in Syria, which has 
killed more than 70,000 
people and laid waste to the 
country’s cities, has repeat¬ 
edly defied international 
efforts to bring the parties 
together to end the blood¬ 
shed. Wednesday’s offer 
from Moscow, one of Assad’s 
closest allies, suggested the 


underground boring equip¬ 
ment. Then something in¬ 
side the restaurant ignited 
the fuel, authorities said. 

Surveillance video from 
a nearby travel agency 
shows a fireball erupting 
from the restaurant’s roo£ 
showering the street with 
debris and throwing up a 
cloud of dust and smoke.

Shiites bury dead 
in troubled city 

QUETTA -Pakistani Shiites 
buried their kin killed in a 
massive bombing last week¬ 
end in the southwestern city 
of Quetta, but the funeral on 
Wednesday was marred by 
gunfire as both protesters 
and police fired into the air. 

Shiite Muslims have in¬ 
creasingly come under at¬ 
tack in this Sunni Muslim- 
dominated country where 
many extremists do not 
consider them to be true 
Muslims. 

After Saturday’s bombing 
killed 89 people — the sec¬ 
ond mass-casualty assault 
on Shiites in Quetta in as 
many months — Pakistani 
Shiites refused to bury their 
dead for three days and de¬ 
manded government action. 
The tension evident at the 
funeral suggested that re¬ 
cent government attempts 
to address the problem may 
not be enough to appease 
them. 

Mourners on Wednes¬ 
day lowered the bodies 
of 89 victims, wrapped in 
white cloth, into a long line 
of graves dug out at the local 
Shiite cemetery in Quetta. 

But a group of about 100 
female relatives of the de¬ 
ceased tried to halt the fu¬ 
neral because they felt the 
government still hadn’t met 
their demands, namely that 
the army lead an operation 
against militant groups re¬ 
sponsible for the attacks. 

Both police and relatives 
fired into the air — the rela¬ 
tives in anger and the police 
to disperse the crowd—said 
police officer Fayaz Sumbal. 

Mourners scattered after 
the gunfire but the burial 
continued after the protest 
died down.

Boeing to propose

WASHINGTON -Boeing has

official said Wednesday. 

Boeing Commercial 
Airplanes CEO Ray Con¬ 
ner is expected to pres¬ 
ent the plan to Michael 
Huerta, head of the Federal 
Aviation Administration, 
in a meeting on Friday, 
the official said.

Airline disputes 9/11 
claim by developer 

NEW YORK - A World 
Trade Center developer 
asked a judge Wednesday 
to disqualify American 
Airlines from using an “act 
of war” defense to dodge 
property liability resulting 
from the Sept. 11 attacks. 

Lawyers for the devel¬ 
oper, Larry Silverstein, 
filed papers in U.S. Dis¬ 
trict Court in Manhattan 
to urge rejection of Ameri¬ 
can Airlines’ claim that the 
2001 terrorist attack was 
an act of war that should 
shield the airline from li¬ 
ability. 

The lawyers said the 
airline and its insurance 
carriers promised Con¬ 
gress, regulators and the 


readiness to step in, warning 
that the state would collapse 
if no solution was found to 
the political crisis. 

In another provoca¬ 
tive comment earlier this

Pete Domenici has dis¬ 
closed that he fathered a se¬ 
cret child in the 1970s with 
the 24-year-old daughter 
of one of his Senate col¬ 
leagues — a startling rev¬ 
elation for a politician with 
a reputation as an upstand¬ 
ing family man. 

Domenici and Michelle 
Laxalt sent statements to 
the Albuquerque Journal 
that announced the rela¬ 
tionship for the first time 
and identified their son 
as Nevada attorney Adam 
Paul Laxalt. They said they 
decided to go public with 
their decades-old secret be¬ 
cause they believed some¬ 
one was about to release 
the information in an at¬ 
tempt to smear Domenici. 

“I deeply regret this and 
am very sorry for my be¬ 
havior,” Domenici, 80, said 
in his statement. “I hope 
New Mexicans will view 
that my accomplishments 
for my beloved state out¬ 
weigh my personal trans¬ 
gression.”

Pistorius 
case gets 
confusing

PRETORIA, South Africa - The 

detective leading the police 
investigation into Oscar Pis¬ 
torius’ fatal shooting of his 
girlfriend offered confus¬ 
ing testimony Wednesday, 
at one point agreeing with 
the athlete’s defense that of¬ 
ficers had no evidence chal¬ 
lenging the runner’s claim 
he accidentally killed her. 

Testimony by Detective 
Warrant Officer Hilton Bo¬ 
tha of the South African Po¬ 
lice Service left prosecutors 
rubbing their temples, only 
able to look down at their 
notes as he misjudged dis¬ 
tances and acknowledged 
a forensics team left in the 
toilet bowl one of the bullet 
slugs fired at Reeva Steen- 
kamp. However, Botha still 
poked holes in Pistorius’ 
own account that he feared 
for his life and opened fire 
on Valentine’s Day after 
mistaking Steenkamp for 
an intruder. 

The second day of the 
bail hearing in a case that 
has riveted South Africa 
and much of the world ap¬ 
peared at first to go against 
the double-amputee runner, 
with prosecutors saying a 
witness can testify to hear¬ 
ing “non-stop talking, like 
shouting” between 2 a.m. 
and 3 a.m. before the pre¬ 
dawn shooting on Feb. 14. 
However, Botha later said 
under cross examination 
that the person who over¬ 
heard the argument was in 
a house 600 yards away in 
Pistorius’ gated community 
in the suburbs of South Af¬ 
rica’s capital, Pretoria. 

Pistorius is charged with 
premeditated murder in the 
case.

to receiving a statement 
from a vendor without a 
detailed invoice. 

“As far as I’m concerned, 
I don’t want to pay them 
based on a statement,” 
Spencer said. “I want to 
see the details of how they 
calculated it because I still 
think these amounts are 
out of line for our district 
for the limited amount of 
time we participated in 
that fund.” 

Henderson’ participa¬ 
tion was in the late ’90s to 
early 2000s for workmen’s 
comp. 

The school system last 
used KSBIT’s liability 
insurance in 2004. Spen¬ 
cer said the premium for 
that year was assessed at 
$61,200. 

KSBIT is seeking mon¬ 
ey from school districts 
across the state to the tune 
of $60 million to pay off 
the trust’s deficit. 

On behalf of school dis¬ 
tricts across Kentucky, 
the Green River Regional 
Education Cooperative has 
hired attorney Michael 
Owsley to dig into the de¬ 
tails and gather informa¬ 
tion, Spencer said. 

Henderson County 
Schools is not part of 
GRREC, but is part of the 
Western Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Co-op. GRREC has 
asked other co-ops for sup¬ 
port to help pay for legal 
counsel, he said. 

After hearing his report, 
the local school board on 
Tuesday evening asked 
Spencer to continue to 
keep them updated on the 
situation. 

Meanwhile, a published 
report says the Kentucky 
School Board Insurance 
Trust paid millions in 
royalties to the Kentucky 
School Boards Association 
over several years before 
announcing last month 
that it would disband due 
to financial woes. 

For decades, the Ken¬ 
tucky School Boards As¬ 
sociation administered the 
trust and profits were used 
to subsidize programs of¬ 
fered to districts. 

The Lexington Herald- 
Leader reports the insur¬ 
ance trust has paid nearly 
$7.5 million to KSBA in 
royalties and management 
fees since 1997. 

KSBA began decreasing 
royalty payments in 2005 
when the insurance trust

first, but there full of sug¬

A similar FoodPlay 
program was introduced 
at the elementary schools 
last year, said Sabrina Jew¬ 
ell, the district’s child nu¬ 
trition director.

The troupe uses a plate 
divided into four sections 
to show the portions of 
fruits, grains, vegetables 
and proteins needed for a 
balanced diet.

“The size of the sections 
is literally what, in theory, 
a child should be ingest¬ 
ing with every meal,” said 
FoodPlay stage manager 


began to lose money, but 
the financial deficit kept 
rising along with the cost 
of medical care. 

“My biggest challenge 
since 2005 has been to 
reduce the dependency 
on insurance revenue 
and also protect the core 
services of KSBA,” said 
executive director Bill 
Scott, who joined the or¬ 
ganization that year.

“They are concerned 
they don’t have enough de¬ 
tails and don’t know how 
it was calculated. They’re 
adopting a wait-and-see 
attitude.” 

Knott County Super¬ 
intendent Kimberly King 
said “it’s very scary to 
think of what’s going to 
happen” as officials de¬ 
termine where to get the 
estimated $1.1 million it 
will take to pay its por¬ 
tion. 

She said the district, 
which has fewer than 
3,000 students, decided 
four years ago to drop the 
insurance trust because it 
could get cheap rates from 
another insurer. 

However, because it had 
a high number of claims, 
it is one of eight districts 
projected to owe more 
than $1 million. 

Fayette County Schools 
owes the largest amount at 
an estimated $2.8 million. 

Madison County Su¬ 
perintendent Tommy 
Floyd said his attitude 
about the district’s esti¬ 
mated $1 million bill is 
wait and see. 

“If it’s any amount, it’s 
another example of the 
daunting challenges we 
all face,” Floyd said, cit¬ 
ing cuts in state funding 
and possible cuts in fed¬ 
eral funds. “These kinds 
of sweeps always hurt 
the children who need it 
most.”

Doctors, medical loans growing concern for nation

WASHINGTON - Medical students 
graduating this year face average 
loan debts in excess of $162,000. 

There’s growing concern that 
bright but middle- or lower-class 
students may not be willing to take 
on such a burden. At the same time, 
the country is estimated to need an 
additional 20,000 to 60,000 doctors 
over the next two decades. 

Dr. Elizabeth Wiley, 34, is a law¬ 
yer-doctor and master of public 
health who recently graduated from 
George Washington University and 
is completing her term as president 
of the American Medical Student 
Association. And she’s consider¬ 
ing what she must do to pay some 
$300,000 in student-loan debt. 


“Medical education is already out 
of reach for many bright and talented 
students because they face hundreds 
of thousands in debt that we aren’t 
able to pay during our residencies,” 
Wiley said. A recent report from the 
Federal Reserve Board estimated 
that the total outstanding student 
loan debt in the U.S. exceeds $1 tril¬ 
lion. 

While there have been no broad 
federal loan guarantees for medical 
education since the Health Educa¬ 
tion Assistance Loan program ended 
in 1998, there are still a number of 
options tied to financial need or 
willingness to practice in an under¬ 
served area. 

The National Health Service 
Corps (NHSC) provides both 
scholarships and loan forgiveness, 
including an option that allows 


primary-care doctors, dentists and 
other professionals to earn up to 
$60,000 to repay student loans in 
exchange for two years of service in 
facilities in underserved cities and 
rural areas. 

Although the NHSC has been 
around since 1970, it’s grown sharply 
under the Obama administration. 

There are nearly 10,000 profes¬ 
sionals in the program now, almost 
triple the number in 2008. There are 
also some scholarships and need- 
based loan programs run through 
medical schools. 

Wiley, who’s planning to join the 
NHSC herself, said the loans are cru¬ 
cial in encouraging medical gradu¬ 
ates to take up family medicine and 
other primary-care fields. Otherwise, 
many would go into higher-paying 
specialties just to cover their debts.

an osteopathic doctor who 
graduated from the Kansas 
City University of Medi¬ 
cine and Biosciences in 
1987, owes the most of any¬ 
one on the list — $933,675. 
The initial federal claim 
against her in 1998 was for 
$222,055. 

She practiced family 
medicine in Washington 
state for about five years 
and then stopped to raise 
her four children and be¬ 
come a medical mission¬ 
ary. 

■ Dr. Thomas McEl- 
hinney, 76, an Elkton, Fla., 
chiropractor who owes 
more than $572,900 for his 
training at Life University 
in Marietta, Ga. 

He relinquished his li¬ 
cense to practice in 2004 
and said he was never 
able to establish his prac¬ 
tice. “Being a chiroprac¬ 
tor sounded like a good 
idea at the time, but I 
couldn’t earn a living at 
it,” he said. 

The last loans in the 
program came in 1998. 
This year, the Health Re¬ 
sources and Services Ad¬ 
ministration (HRSA) bud¬ 
geted $2.8 million for the 
program, with more than 
a dozen employees track¬ 
ing the deadbeat docs and 
monitoring 30,000 other 
professionals paying back 
more than $730 million on 
time. 


The Health Education 
Assistance Loan (HEAL) 
program was intended to 
help keep medical train¬ 
ing open to middle-class 
students starting in 1978. 

The money was sup¬ 
posed to be a last resort — 
private loans from banks, 
credit unions and other 
lenders guaranteed by the 
federal government to help 
pay for graduate study for 


doctors, dentists, optom¬ 
etrists, chiropractors and 
others. 

Interest started accru¬ 
ing immediately and ran 
into double digits for many 
loans. 

Over 20 years, the pro¬ 
gram loaned $4 billion to 
about 157,000 students, of 
whom 95 percent have kept 
up with payments. 

Lenders for the minority 


that did not turned to the 
government when they 
couldn’t collect. Those 
defaults forced Congress 
to appropriate more than 
$300 million to pay off the 
loans. 

The HRSA has not of¬ 
fered a loan-guarantee 
program for medical edu¬ 
cation since HEAL loans 
ended. 

Medical-school students 
today graduate with an 
average debt of more than 
$162,000, yet government 
and school officials say 
their loan-default rates are 
only about 1 percent. 

The overall default 
rate on all higher educa¬ 
tion loans is estimated at 
around 13 percent, accord¬ 
ing to the U.S. Department 
of Education. 

Although the HRSA 
says “millions of dollars 
have been received from 
defaulters as a result of the 
activities associated with 
publicizing their names,” 
30 percent of the individu¬ 
als on the default list today 
were on it in 1995. 

Asked to comment on 
the enduring delinquency, 
HRSA spokesman David 
Bowman said in a written 
statement: “HRSA does not 
know and cannot speculate 
why one-third of the de¬ 
faulted doctors continue 
on the defaulted doctors 
list.” 

He declined to allow 
anyone in the agency to be 
formally interviewed on 
camera.

Bailey said Wednesday afternoon. 

He said Big Rivers has been work¬ 
ing for months with Century as well 
as Rio Tinto Alcan’s Sebree smelter 
to find a way to allow them to buy 
power on the open market and re¬ 
main in operation. 

“I personally think we’re close 
to an agreement,” Bailey said, add¬ 
ing that he and other executives are 
available to meet with Century “any 
time, any place.” 

However, he said the departure of 
Century and Alcan from the Big Riv¬ 
ers’ system will require rate increase 
for customers of Henderson-based 
Kenergy Corp. and two other rural 
electric co-ops. 

“That’s unavoidable,” Bailey said. 

A Century spokesman didn’t im¬ 
mediately return a phone call seek¬ 
ing comment. 

At stake is the future of the two 
large aluminum smelters that be¬ 
tween them employ 1,200 people 
directly and help support thousands 
of other jobs; the likelihood that Big 
Rivers will have to shut down a pow¬ 
er plant and perhaps lay off scores 
more workers; and the fear that rural 
electric customers could see power 


bills jump 30 percent or more. 

Century, which operates a 
700-employee aluminum smelter at 
Hawesville, is unhappy with the rate 
Big Rivers is charging for its power. 

Last August, Century gave Big 
Rivers’ a 12-month notice of its inten¬ 
tion to terminate its power contract. 
That could either force the closure 
of the large aluminum plant or result 
in Century importing power from an 
outside source. 

Either way, Big Rivers would lose 
its biggest customer, which prompt¬ 
ed the company last month to apply 
for a $74.5 million rate increase. 

If approved, rural homes and 
farms served by Henderson-based 
Kenergy Corp. and two other rural 
electric co-ops would see power 
rates jump 19 percent while several 
large industries would see a 17-per¬ 
cent increase. 

That in turn prompted Rio Tinto 
Alcan’s 500-employee Sebree alu¬ 
minum smelter — facing its own 
15.6-percent increase in power 
costs — on Jan. 31 to serve its own 
12-month termination notice. 

As a result, Big Rivers says it will 
apply for a second rate increase to 
make up for the loss of sales to Alcan. 

Big Rivers’ Bailey has estimated 
the two rate increases combined 
would increase electric bills for the 


remaining 112,000 customers by as 
much as $110 million. 

Since then, Century has had a bill 
introduced in the state Legislature 
that would give the two smelters the 
legal authority to leave the Big Riv¬ 
ers’ system. Alcan was not involved 
in the drafting of that legislation. 

In his letter to Big Rivers and Cen¬ 
tury, the governor expressed frus¬ 
tration with the companies’ impasse 
and Century’s decision to seek a leg¬ 
islative solution. 

“For almost two years, my admin¬ 
istration has engaged with both of 
your companies to find a resolution 
to the rate and cost issues affecting 
you,” Beshear wrote. “I have both di¬ 
rectly, and through my staff, urged 
both parties to negotiate in good 
faith and work expeditiously to find 
a solution that would erode fears of 
rate increases and the potential for 
loss of employment.” 

“Recently legislation has been 
filed in the state Legislature which 
further seeks a political solution to 
a business problem,” the governor 
declared. “I urge you both to take 
responsibility and immediate ac¬ 
tion and come together to find a rea¬ 
sonable solution to save thousands 
of Kentucky jobs and bring peace 
of mind to thousands of Kentucky 
ratepayers.”

public policy for a legisla¬ 
tor to get involved in pri¬ 
vate entity affairs.” 

“East Kentucky Power 
Cooperative is opposed to 
this bill,” its external af¬ 
fairs manager, Nick Com¬ 
er, said in a statement. 

“It came as a shock to us 
because the bill attempts 
to address an issue that is 
properly a business deci¬ 
sion for our cooperatives 
to make, rather than the 
Legislature,” Comer said. 

Henderson-based Big 
Rivers and East Kentucky 
Power of Winchester are 
both not-for-profit gen¬ 
eration and transmission 
cooperatives. They op¬ 
erate separate fleets of 
power plants and trans¬ 
mission systems, pro¬ 
ducing electricity that is 
delivered to rural homes 


and businesses by 19 local 
rural electric distribution 
co-ops. 

Big Rivers is owned by 
three such co-ops in north¬ 
western Kentucky — in¬ 
cluding Henderson-based 
Kenergy Corp. — that 
deliver power to 112,000 
homes, farms, businesses 
and industries in 22 West¬ 
ern Kentucky counties. 
Seventy percent of Big 
Rivers’ power sales go to 
two aluminum smelters: 
the Century Aluminum 
plant at Hawesville and 
Rio Tinto Alcan’s Sebree 
smelter. 

East Kentucky Power is 
owned by 16 co-ops serv¬ 
ing more than 500,000 
customers in 87 counties 
in Eastern and Central 
Kentucky. 

Gooch’s bill calls for 
Big Rivers and East Ken¬ 
tucky Power to merge “as 
quickly as can be reason¬ 
ably and economically 


accomplished.” 

The two utilities have 
each endured their share 
of challenges. 

Big Rivers for nearly 30 
years has been saddled 
with debt associated with 
building a power plant in 
Ohio County that it turned 
out not to need. Big Rivers 
eventually went through 
bankruptcy reorganiza¬ 
tion. 

More recently, Century 
has served notice that it 
will terminate its power 
contract in August, saying 
Big Rivers’ electric rate is 
too expensive. To compen¬ 
sate, Big Rivers last month 
filed for a rate increase 
that caused Alcan to serve 
its own 12-month contract 
termination notice. 

East Kentucky Power, 
meanwhile, has had its 
own financial challenges, 
coming “perilously” close 
to a second credit default 
in 2008 that prompted the 


Kentucky Public Service 
Commission to order an 
independent review of the 
utility. 

The independent audi¬ 
tor made several recom¬ 
mendations in 2010 to 
improve East Kentucky 
Power’s management 
and financial condition. 
The PSC earlier this week 
wrapped up its review of 
the utility and declared it 
was “well positioned for 
long-term success.” 

Like most non-munici¬ 
pal utilities in the state, Big 
Rivers and East Kentucky 
Power are each regulated 
by the PSC, which nor¬ 
mally has authority over 
utility matters ranging 
from changes in rates to 
proposed mergers. 

“We are examining 
it,” PSC spokesman An¬ 
drew Melnykovych said 
Wednesday of Gooch’s 
bill. “We have no analysis 
at this point.”

Last year, Webster 
County won its first dis¬ 
trict championship in 26 
years. The Trojans can 
make it two in a row with 
a victory in tonight’s 7 
p.m.

Tonight’s opponent, 
Henderson County (23-

season games with the 
Trojans and pulled away

“Henderson is the type 
of team if we get off to 
that kind of start, then 
we might have a 20- or 
25-point deficit at half¬ 
time,” he said. “We won’t 
be able to fight back from 
that.” 

Daniel Boswell scored 
with 0:02 to play to put 
Webster County (19-12) 
in the district final for the 
11th time in the last 13 years 
with a 38-37 win Tuesday 
over Union County. 

Earning a bye into the 
finals with the district’s

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. - It 

took all of 15 minutes for 
NASCAR’s new Gen-6 
race car to throw drivers 
a few curves of its own at 
the first practice for the 
Daytona 500. 

Ryan Newman lost con¬ 
trol of his Chevrolet right 
in front of Carl Edwards 
and Mark Martin, and all 
three cars sustained dam¬ 
age. It’s the third time in 
a week that a wreck has 
collected Martin, who 
also suffered damaged 
cars in a crash started by 
Matt Kenseth last week 
and another triggered by 
Tony Stewart in Saturday 
night’s exhibition race. 

Newman had no idea 
what caused him to spin. 

“My car came around, I 
don’t know if it was the air 
off of Carl’s car or what,” 
he said. “Carl came over 
and said ‘Hey man.’ I said, 
‘I don’t even know what to 
tell you yet.’” 

The accident happened 
as drivers are still adjusting 
to the new car, a process 


that has been bumpy so far. 
Dale Earnhardt Jr. triggered 
a multi-car accident in Janu¬ 
ary testing, Kenseth started 
an accident last Friday and 
the wreck in the exhibition 
race cut the 19-car field to 12. 

Edwards was just as 
vexed as Newman. 

“I was up close to Ryan 
and then all of a sudden 
his car just got a little 
loose and there was no 
space,” Edwards said. 
“I could have given him 
more space, but I don’t 
think either one of us re¬ 
ally understands why his 
car got so loose. It was just 
all of a sudden and he was 
turned sideways. It’s really 
interesting and something 
I’m going to be careful of 
during the race.” 

Edwards said he be¬ 
lieves the finicky cars 
could contribute to an en¬ 
tertaining season-opening 
Daytona 500 on Sunday. 

“Race cars are supposed 
to be hard to drive, it’s sup¬ 
posed to be on the edge, 
you are supposed to be 
sliding around,” Edwards 
said. “We as drivers, it is 
our responsibility to learn 


how to drive them. If this 
(warm) weather stays like 
this, and we can run cars 
sideways down the corner 
and give each other a little 
bit of room, it’s going to be 
an awesome 500.” 

Meanwhile, Earnhardt 
and defending Sprint Cup 
champion Brad Kesel- 
owski also had issues in 
the first practice session, 
which was paced by two- 
time Daytona 500 winner 
Michael Waltrip. Earn¬ 
hardt blew an engine, and 
Keselowski had a fuel sys¬ 
tem problem that limited 
his track time. 


“Something went wrong 
with the fuel system in 
the car,” Keselowski said. 
“That’s not what you want 
when you’re in front of the 
pack because when your 
car slows down, they’ve 
got nowhere to go and it 
could cause a wreck. So 
we’re going to spend a 
little extra time to make 
sure we’ve got whatever it 
is figured out.” 

Earnhardt had to wait 
for an engine change, 
which will send him to the 
back of the field for Thurs¬ 
day’s qualifying race. 

“I’m sure there is some 


logical explanation as 
to what happened, but, 
we’ll just put a new one 
in and start at the back of 
the qualifier and race up 
through there,” Earnhardt 
said. 

Waltrip was fastest in 
the first practice, turn¬ 
ing a lap at 198.347 mph. 
Kasey Kahne led the less- 
eventful second practice 
— only 27 of 45 drivers 
practiced — with a lap at 
197.737 mph. 

It was Danica Patrick 
who impressed in the 
second session. She was 
fourth on the speed chart, 


but her 10-lap average of 
195.775 mph led all drivers. 
Patrick last Sunday was 
fastest in qualifying and 
became the first woman 
to win a pole in NASCAR’s 
top Sprint Cup Series. 

■ Dale Earnhardt Jr. 
and Tony Stewart are 
among the elite NASCAR 
stars still looking to fill 
sponsorship spots this 
season. 

Earnhardt has about 
one-third of the 36 Sprint 
Cup races without a pri¬ 
mary sponsor available 
for the No. 88 Chevrolet. 
Stewart-Haas Racing has 
about 20 races spread out 
over three cars that need a 
top sponsor. 

Stewart-Haas lost the 
U.S. Army from Ryan 
Newman’s No. 39 Chevy 
and Office Depot is gone 
from Stewart’s No. 14. 
Earnhardt’s sponsorship 
dried up when Pepsi, 
through Diet Mountain 
Dew and Amp, sliced its 
sponsorship from 20 races 
to five in 2013. 

Earnhardt has the Na¬ 
tional Guard on the No. 
88 for “The Great Ameri¬ 
can Race.” His sponsor¬ 
ship deals run low around 
mid-summer, so there’s 
time to sign new business 
partners.

Casual fans probably 
don’t know much about 
Stenhouse’s accomplish¬ 
ments, which have been 
overlooked since he and 
Patrick announced in 
January they were dating.

The 25-year-old Mis¬ 
sissippi native, often seen 
wearing a cowboy hat and 
a huge silver belt buckle cel¬ 
ebrating one of his Nation¬ 
wide titles, became the first 
driver since Martin Truex 
Jr. in 2004-05 to win back- 
to-back Nationwide titles. 

In the season finale 
at Homestead last sea¬ 
son, when his spotter 


was imploring him to lay 
back and race conserva¬ 
tively to wrap up the title, 
Stenhouse keyed the mic 
so he couldn’t hear him 
anymore. He races hard 
and doesn’t hold back on 
the track, something Tony 
Stewart learned while 
fielding sprint cars for a 
young Stenhouse. 

Stewart, who turns 
wrecked chassis into artifi¬ 
cial reefs, said: “I’ve got a lot 
of race car frames in my lake 
that have his name on them 
on cars that he crashed.” 


“The hardest part was 
pulling the reins back in on 
him,” Stewart said. “There 
were races he’d have half 
a lap lead on second place 
and crash the car with 10 
laps to go. That was the 
hard stuff to get him to un¬ 
derstand, is you don’t have 
to go 100 percent every 
lap. That’s stuff that he’s 
learned in the last couple 
years in Nationwide, is 
how to take his aggressive 
style and at the same time 
be smart about it, make it 
work to his advantage.”

Average credit card debt falls, late payments rise

LOS ANGELES - Ramped-up 
holiday season spending typi¬ 
cally keeps some borrowers 
from making timely payments 
on their credit cards in the last 
three months of the year, and 
2012 was no exception. 

The rate of credit card pay¬ 
ments at least 90 days overdue 
jumped to 0.85 percent in the 
fourth quarter from 0.78 per¬ 
cent a year earlier, credit re¬ 
porting agency TransUnion said 
Wednesday. 


That’s an increase of about 9 
percent. The rate also climbed 
13 percent from the third quar¬ 
ter, when it was 0.75 percent, the 
firm said. 

Much of the growth in late 
payments on credit cards in the 
October through December pe¬ 
riod is due to increased spend¬ 
ing for the holiday season, said 
Ezra Becker, vice president of 
research and consulting in Tran- 
sUnion’s financial services busi¬ 
ness unit. 

When the bills arrive in Janu¬ 
ary, many cardholders who 
missed payments start taking 


steps to catch up, which ends up 
lowering the credit card delin¬ 
quency rate in the first quarter. 

“For people who might have 
overspent themselves, they 
might not have the money right 
on hand to pay, but once they 
start to get their tax refunds and 
their year-end bonuses, you see 
that come back into line,” Becker 
said. 

Still, that task is more diffi¬ 
cult this year because most pay- 
checks have been reduced since 
Congress and the White House 
allowed a two-year reduction in 
Social Security payroll taxes to 


lapse at the end of December. 

In addition, Americans due 
to receive an income tax refund 
may have to wait a bit longer for 
their check this year, because the 
Internal Revenue Service got off 
to a late start. 

TransUnion anticipates that 
the card delinquency rate will 
decrease slightly to 0.81 percent 
in the first three months of this 
year. But that forecast hinges on 
the U.S. economy avoiding any 
major shocks and doesn’t factor 
in the possible impact of higher 
payroll taxes or delayed tax re¬ 
funds. 


Those factors could end up 
driving the card delinquency 
rate higher in the first quarter, 
Becker said. 

While many cardholders 
failed to keep up with payments 
in the fourth quarter, the aver¬ 
age amount of debt charged by 
borrowers declined on an annual 
basis. 

The average credit card debt 
per borrower in the U.S. fell 1.6 
percent to $5,122 from the last 
three months of 2011, though it 
grew 2.5 percent from the July- 
September quarter, TransUnion 
said.

Gold prices fell sharply Wednesday 
following the latest positive signs for the 
U.S. economy and signs of dissent at the 
Federal Reserve about continuing its bond 
purchases. 

Gold for April delivery dropped $26.20, 
or 1.6 percent, to $1,578 an ounce, its first 
close below $1,600 an ounce since August. 

News that the pace of home construc¬ 
tion last month was the third-highest 
since 2008 was the latest indication that 
the U.S. housing market is recovering. 
That has helped diminish the appeal of 
gold as a defensive investment. 

If the Fed ends or curtails its program 
earlier than anticipated, it would likely 
result in higher U.S. interest rates and a 
stronger dollar. One of the reasons inves¬ 
tors buy gold is to have an alternative to 
holding dollars. As a result, gold often 
falls when traders think the dollar will 
strengthen, and vice versa. 

Other metals prices also fell. Silver 
dropped 2.7 percent. The March con¬ 
tract gave up 80 cents to end at $28,622. 
April platinum fell $50.40, or 3 percent, to 
$1,647.10 and March palladium fell $27.75, 
or 3.6 percent, to $736.40. 

Copper fell 4.15 cents to $3.6080 a 
pound. 

In agricultural futures, March wheat 
rose 6.25 cents to $7,385 a bushel, March 
corn rose 5.25 cents to $7,005 a bushel 
and soybeans fell 12.50 cents to $14.8275 
a bushel. 

Most energy futures were lower. 

April crude lost $1.88, or 2 percent, to 
finish at $95.22 a barrel on the New York 
Mercantile Exchange. The March contract, 
which expires Wednesday, fell $2.20 to 
end at $94.46 per barrel. 

In March contracts, heating oil fell 2.43 
cents to end at $3.1563 per gallon, whole¬ 
sale gasoline fell 6.17 cents to finish at 
$3.0595 per gallon and natural gas rose 0.7 
cent to end at $3,279 per 1,000 cubic feet.

Macy’s, Penney battling in court over Martha Stewart

NEW YORK-Let the pots and pans fly. 

Two of the nation’s biggest department 
stores — J.C. Penney and Macy’s —began 
to duke it out in New York State Supreme 
Court over the right to sell Martha Stew¬ 
art merchandise. 

At the heart of the trial, which got un¬ 
der way Wednesday, is whether Macy’s 
has the exclusive right to sell Martha 
Stewart-branded products in such cat¬ 
egories as cookware, bedding, and bath. 
Company founder Martha Stewart, J.C. 


Penney’s CEO Ron Johnson and Macy’s 
CEO Terry J. Lundgren could be called to 
testify during the trial. 

In December 2011, J.C. Penney an¬ 
nounced a partnership in which it would 
open Martha Stewart mini shops in most 
of its stores, beginning this spring. It also 
announced that it had acquired a 16.6 per¬ 
cent stake in Martha Stewart Living. The 
deal is part of J.C. Penney’s plan to revive 
the struggling department store under 
Johnson’s leadership. 

Macy’s sued Martha Stewart Living 
almost immediately, saying that it had

Remember that animal and laboratory research are 
important, but we cannot assume that human research 
will show the same results. Also, research involving only 
a few people or includes only one gender, age or ethnicity 
cannot be generalized to everyone.

Farmer run over, killed by 
tractor while baling hay 

COWEN, Ky.- A farmer in northeast¬ 
ern Kentucky has died after being 
run over by his tractor.

Truly Mammoth: Cave 
system reaches 400 miles 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. - A cave system in 
Kentucky that’s known as the lon¬ 
gest in the world has reached 400 
miles. The National Park Service 
says Mammoth Cave in south cen¬ 
tral Kentucky recently added 10 
miles to its explored underground 
length. The park service made the 
announcement over the weekend. 

Charles Fox, president of the Cave 
Research Foundation, says the new 
length was measured thanks to many 
incremental additions in many parts 
of the cave, instead of one big dis¬ 
covery. 

The cave attracts about 700,000 
visitors a year and last year it opened 
a new $16 million visitors center.

Today's highlight in history: 

On Feb, 21,1613, Mikhail Romanov, 16, 
was unanimously chosen by Russia's na¬ 
tional assembly to be czar, beginning a 
dynasty that would last three centuries. 

On this date: 

In 1513, Pope Julius II, who had commis¬ 
sioned Michelangelo to paint the ceiling of 
the Sistine Chapel, died nearly four months 
after the project was completed. 

In 1862, Nathaniel Gordon became the 
first and only American slave-trader to be 
executed under the U.S* Piracy Law of 1820 
as he was hanged in New York. 

In 1885, the Washington Monument was 
dedicated. 

In 1912, the Great Fifth Ward Fire broke 
out in Houston, Texas; although property 
losses topped $3 million, no one was killed. 

In 1945, during the World War II Battle of 
Iwo Jima, the USS Bismarck Sea was sunk 
by kamikazes with the loss of 318 men. 

In 1947, Edwin H. Land publicly demon¬ 
strated his Polaroid Land camera, which 
could produce a black-and-white photo¬ 
graph in 60 seconds. 

Ten years ago: Michael Jordan became 
the first 40-year-old in NBA history to 
score 40 or more points, getting 43 in the 
Washington Wizards' 89-86 win over the 
New Jersey Nets. 

Five years ago: Author Robin Moore, 
who wrote “The French Connection'' and 
“The Green Berets,” died in Hopkinsville, 
Ky., at age 82. Former Arizona Gov. Evan 
Mecham, who was removed in a 1988 im¬ 
peachment trial, died in Phoenix at age 83. 

One year ago: Greeks were torn between 
relief and foreboding on the news that their 
country had received a new massive bail¬ 
out — a $170 billion rescue package cre¬ 
ated by the 17-nation eurozone, with con¬ 
ditions. Publisher Barney Rosset, 89, who 
introduced the U.S. to such underground 
classics as “Tropic of Cancer” and “Lady 
Chatterley's Lover,” died in New York.
